By watching them, as- 
‘tronomers found it takes the 
sun 25 days to make one 
complete turn. 

There aren't always sunspots 
on the sun, Sometimes" there 
won't be any for several weeks. 
Then there may be os many us 
a hundred or nfore at onge, + 

At first they are small, then 
grow in size before shrinking 
ond finally disappearing alto- 
gether. Men have discoyered 
that the number ond size of 
spots grow, Unen decrease, in 
H-year cycles, 

Sunspots possess powerful 
magnetic ficlds, When fiery 
solar flares fling ‘these electrical 


particles out info space, some 
are altracted by tha carth's 
magnetism. Since this Is 
slrongest ot the North and South 
Poles, the speedy, electrically- 
charged particles are attracted to 


them.

Sloan went to France and for 
n year rode there with —con- 
siderable success.

He returned to the United 
States, where he tried his luck 
on the stock exchange and 
failed. ‘ 

Ten years later, Edgar 
Wallace, during a tour 6f the 
‘Untted = States, met Sloan in 
Californias «He «was nearly 
blind. °°. 

Sloan died in poverty on Dw 
cember 21, 1933.
